A Now Stylo of Tenderiaif. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE COLONIST-Sfti:- 
'Tcndcra were called for the 2Sth August for the 
repair of the postolHce front-Mr. Tiodcman being the 
architect; but tliey were deemed too high, ;the pre-, 
posed front being nearly all of stone.

Had ho the ]»ower to summon little spirits to convoy 
the nc\^-8 OS soon as tho tenders \*ere opened!

Mr. Carroll was called on to sign the 
contract, ho boing the lowest tenderer, and (as befoa' 
stated) Mr. Tietlonian Eald tho 1st of -March was plenty 
ol time. He did not sign as tho time w-as too sliort 
for iilm. Now. theu, why was not Mr. Galley sent 
lor, he belnir the next bwc-st, only $00 above Mr. 
Carroll. On WednCHday tho Sth, tenders were! called 
for tlio tlilnl time to be sent in on the 10th. Tliea> 
were no alterations ol plan, and the tenders ol the 
4th stood as folloyvs:— Kinsman fi Styles, 8S,fi00;
